British storming parties swept 
through Tobruk’s defenses in one 
day’s fierce action. Some Fascists 
fought but many did not. One group 
of a dozen Italian soldiers in a di- 
sel-motored truck gave themselves 
up to Richard D. McMillan, United 
Press staff correspondent, who mov- 
ed up to Tobruk just behind the as- 
sault troops. 

In Rumania, it appeared, Gen. Ion 
Antonescu was making headway in 
his efforts to retain control after 
the anarchist-like outbreaks of a 
radical faction of the iron guard. 
Outbreaks, however, were still in 
progress. 

Diplomatic advices received in 
London said that Rumania had 
verged on civil war for the past 
few days but that Antonescu was 
gradually getting the upper hand. 

Britain’s Royal Air Force last 
night resumed its offensive against 
Germany with an attack on Dues- 
seldorf, apparently one of the se- 
verest yet made on that important 
Ruhr industrial center. Steel, coal, 
gas, oil, munitions, and railroad 
centers were bombed. The German
